After mect- 
ing of worship, repaired to the 
Water and baptized nine, who 
cae up from the water prai- 
‘mg God and the Lamb. I 
ote baptized 9 since. Nine 
“ave been added to the church, 
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and the work ts still going on. 
A number have been hopeful- 
ly converted to God, & a num- 
ber more seeking the Lord 
sorrowing. ‘Truly the pros- 
pect is encouraging. 

May the Lord bless all his 
dear mimsters with more of 
of the spirit of Christ, & then 
they will be workers together 
with Him, and see the “ travel 
of his soul, and be satisfied.”

The present time is remarkable for reformation. From 


almost every part of our country, we hear cf revivals of rehe 


gion, which gladden the hearts of God’s people. ‘Yet much 
remains to be done in the vineyard. Notwithstanding the joy 
we feel in seeing sumers turn to God, yet we have reason to 
mourn, that some have the name of christianity, but are desti- 
tute ef a principle of grace in their hearts. With pain I look 
.rward, aud contemplate the awful situation of such as are 
professors, and not real possessors.
